Civil 
war experience with General Sherman 
duting his march to the sea.

been written about the life and 
career of Judge Andrew E. Cal- 
houn, known over the south as 
Judge Andy, the one that pleased 
him most, according to members « 
of his family, was an article by 
Pierre Van Paassen which was 
published in The Constitution 
on his seventy-third birthday, 
May 9; 1924, a little more than 
one year ago. The article fol- 
lows in full: 


BY PIERRE VAN PAASSEN 

Hale and hearty, with a mind that 
is a marvel vi lucidity and a dis- 
position unchangeable in its quiet dis- 
play of human sympathy and under- 
standing, Judge Andrew E. Calhoun, 
better known throughout Georgia and 
in fact the whole United States as 
“Judge Andy.” enters this morning on 
his seventy-third year. Having just 
accepted the nomination to preside 
for another four-year term over At- 
lanta’s criminal court, he spoke with 
confidence. of the years lying ahead 
in which hopes to make a record 
insofar as tenure of office for judges 
is concerned. 

Sitting in his arm chair at the win- 
dow of his office in the Fulton coun- 
ty court building, puffing away at a 
small, crooked pipe, the judge fell 
easily into a mood of reminiscence. 
His kindly eyes twinkled with mirth 
and merriment as he recalled some 
humorous incidents of the past, but 
genial face clouded—yes, there was 
even a flash of defiance and deter- 
mination—as he allowed his thoughts 
to dwell once again on the days of 
deep sorrow for the south, when with 
a realism that would have done credit 


| to a ntuch younger man he recounted 
‘the time of struggle, 
‘ashes and blasted hope. 


of blackened 
Recalls Glory of Dixie. — 

But somberness vanished as quick- 
ly as the keen mind of the sep- 
tuagenarian leaped over whole dec- 
ades and recalled the later giory of 
Dixie, which overshadows in dazzling 
wealth its former conditions. 

This writer felt as by instinct that 
he stood in the presence of another 
generation. It was as if a breath 
from aristocratic feudalism blew 
over the turmoil and whirr of a great 
modern city. Something in the man- 
ners of the judge brought a sugges- 
tion of chivalry so rarely encountered 
in modern life, gentleness combined 
with deep thought, culture that is not 
the superficial product of education, 
but inherent, profound and effortless. 

It is chiefly to his almost uncanny 
understanding of human nature, to his 
innate ability to, place himself in the 
other man’s place, that Judge Calhoun 
attracted nation-wide attention while 
presiding for many years in the Atlan- 
ta recorder’s court. He has never 
for a moment lost that gift, a gift 
which the great King Solomon pre- 
ferred above riches and wealth, the 
talent of wisdom. 

Although never stepping beyond the 
iron barriers of the law, Judge Cal- 
houn has proven himself to be a firm 
believer in that ancient saying: “The 
letter killeth, but the spirit maketh 
alive.” It’s the spirit of the law 
which guided him in his decisions. For 
the ultimate good which the law hopes 
to achieve has its interpreter, its 
guide, in Judge Calhoun. 

To Reclaim, to Salvage. 

The judge is of the opinion that it 
is not the desire of society to send 
some “young sinner” into penitentiary 
confinement in association with hard- 
ened criminals, but that -hope must 
never be abandoned to reclaim and 
salvage human lives, to lead them into 


would draw them ever downward. 


of the people who are Srought before 
me, 
the rest is easy. I o.‘en find that 
there is no inborn criminal instinct, 
just a spirit of adventure, and that is 
a different matter,” he said. 

And then followed reminiscences, 
stories that were treasures of -uman 
interest, pathos mixed wi.h kindness, 
his reasonings with youth’ offend- 
ers; catchy phrases, rich i.. meaning 
and valuable from the standpoint of 
psychological research. For in this 
matter of psychology the judge is no 
mere theorist, not one who tries to 
substantiate a previously conceived 
opinion by “leading the witness,” as 
the lawyérs phrase it, but a practical 
observer, one who understands the 
mysterious operation of the human 
mind, one who gets to the trath by a 
remarkable process of mental trans- 
mutation. 

A Line of Anecdotes. 

A member of a family that has 
brought fame to the United: States 
ever since the days of the Revolution, 
Judge Calhoun has stored up en im- 
mense pile of historical anecdotes of 
personal sidelights on great men and 
a host of observations on the yarious 
phases of modern history of which 
he has been a keen student. 

His opinions and views on world 
affairs are not in the least antiquated. 
Yes, he even surprised his listener, 
when he told of a change in his views 
on the league of nations and the 
world court, a radical change, which 
showed his versatility of mind, his 
appreciation of the significance of 
world events, a change of opinion at 
a time in life when most men’s men- 
tal flow runs almost desperately in 
old ehannels. 

“I saw this city grow from the 
time it was called Terminus. ‘That 
was even before it had been given 
the name of Marthasville,” he said. 
“The Georgia Railway had a freight 
shed down here and that was the 
start of this marvelous city.” 

“It is hard to believe that a city 
should ever have grown on this spot, 
away from all water and with little 
basic resources in its neighborhood. 
What was the impetus which caused 
people to erect houses, build stores 
and start community here?’ he was 
asked. 

John Calhoun’s Prophecy. 

Thoughtfully the judge puffed away 
at his pipe. His eyes narrowed and 
he seemed in deep meditation for a 
minute or so. ‘Then he came back 
with a story, an/incident which he 
recalled from his earliest youth. 

“One day John C. Calhoun, rice 
president of the United States and 
an able statesman, came to visit my 
father, who lived at Newnan. He was 
my father’s cousin. ‘Andrew,’ he said 
to my father, ‘why don’t you buy your- 
self some land around that new ter- 
minal of the Georgia Railway? That's 
going to be valuable property some 


day. 

“My father asked him why he 
thought so. And my cousin, who had 
made the trip from Washington in a 
carriage, Bsr g : ‘I notice that from that 
point downward there are a series of 
ridges running in all directions. They 
have brought one railway to that 
point. And the next hundred years 
will see a continued program of rail- 
way building. They will all come to 
that »oint. I tell you,’ my cousin con- 
tinued, ‘a hundred years from now 
there will be a city of half-.a million 
people on the spot where that freight 
shed now stands.’ ” . 

That was the judge's clear and 
illustrative explanation of the growth 


of the city of Atlanta. Incidentally it 
brought out a bit. of historical 
prophecy as rare as it has Jsecome

That’s where the abolition of 
slavery becomes a blessing.” 

Compares Dixie-Belgium. 

Judge Calhoun was a boy of ten 
years of age when the civil war broke 
out. Summing up his description of 
the march of Sherman to the sea, the 
burning of Atlanta and the desolo- 
tion of the country side, he quoted 
that ancient passage from Tacitus on 
the depredations of the German in- 
vaders of the Roman empire: “They 
made a solitude and they called it 
peace.” 

His deep brown eyes burned with 
eloquence. There was no need to 
enlarge on the details. “You are a 
Belgian, you know what I mean,” he

AAS DEBT ACTION 


Paris, June 28.—(#)—The Petit 
Parisien, commenting on the inter- 
allied debts, will say tomorrow: “The 
time has come to take up the debt 
situation with the United States. A 
personality, recently come from Amer- 
ica, has even told us that the time 
has not been more favorable in sev- 
eral years; therefore we should profit 
thereby and not expose ourselves by 
an attitude contrasting with that of 
our Itaiat,, Belgian and Czechoslo- 
vak friends to render more bitter 9 
discussion which will in itself be deli- 
cate enough.” 

’ The paper enumerates the follow- 
ing reasons for the delicacy of the 
discussions : 

“Our figures and those of the 
American treasury do not agree. We 
are in the grip of grave financial! dit- 
ficulties and it is’ shocking to our 
spirit of justice, after the enormous 
losses suffered and the ‘sacrifices 
agreed on as to reparations due by 
Germany, to see ourselves asked for 
the capital and interest on the money 
spent entirely in the United States 
to pay for’ merchandise and material 
necessary for the fighters. 

Action Is Urged. 

“These sentimental arguments, 
which today are valueless, can ac- 
quire some value only when presented 
over the conference table and if we 
frankly accept the debate, let us seize 
upon the occasion, because it means 
definitely only the consolidation of 
our debt, and not its immediate re- 
imbursement.” 

The Petit Parisien asserts that Mr. 
Kellogg, secretary of state, “despite 
all contradictions, last month express- 
ed an unequivocal desire to see us 
— a decision before the middle of 

uly.”’ 

“Therefore,” it adds, “whatever dif- 
ficulty may present itself the minister 
of finance must gird himself for the 
task and bring to a practical basis 
the conversations which beretofore 
have been almost exclusively aca- 
demic. Our country has the greatest 
interest in not postponing the discus- 
sion longer.” 

Payment Means Freedom. 

The newspaper is emphatic that -it 
is only in clearing up the situation 
“in ridding ourselves of this incessant 
menace, that we will be able in the 
economic field to stabilize our ex- 
change and politically recover our lib- 
erty of action.” 

The Petit Parisien understands that 

the Coolidge administration intends to 
present before congress in December 
precise arrangements regarding the 
debts and adds: 
_ “If we can help the administration 
in this, Mr. Mellon, secretary of the 
treasury, who understands our diffi- 
culties and is animated by the best 
disposition toward us, will even be 
more amenable to the arguments of 
our delegates.” 

The paper also understands that 
the debt funding commission “has de- 
cided in principle that debtors eco- 
inomically more feeble than Great 
Britain should pay interest at a 
slightly lower rate, and to accord 
them long delays, permitting them to 
take into account possibly serious 
shortcomings of Germany in the pay- 
ment of reparations.”

CHICAGO’S GRIEVANCE. 


Because Chicago has 50 per cent 
of the population of Illinois and 
only 30 per cent of the members 
of the general assembly, and be- 
cause Cook county—which is Chi- 
cago—pays 65 per cent of the 
state's taxes and has only a 30 per 
cent voice in how the taxes shall 


be spent, the Windy City is prepar- 
ing to secede from the rest of the 
state and set up a commonwealth 
of her own, with perhaps a few of 
the adjacent counties that hold 
much of Chicago’s overflow, or 
commuting population. 

Chicago is serious about it, and 
the city council has already passed 
the resolution, and the county com- 
missioners are holding up nearly 
$5,000,000 of taxes collected for the 
state pending a showdown on ap- 
portionment. Governor Small says 
it is a joke. Chicago doesn't say 
s0o— 

But—think of it—if Chicago 
justified in even thinking of seced- 
ing because under America's sys- 
tem of democratic institutions she 
is not getting an equitable deal in 
legislative representation, what is 
the situation in Georgia, and what 
would Atlanta in particular, be jus- 
tified in demanding? 

As to the inequality in represen- 
tation, on a basis of population 
units, Chicago is a piker as com- 
pared to Atlanta—and the smallest 
in the piker family at that. 

What will Chicago think about 
these facts? 

Atlanta—or Fulton 
pays one-fifth of the state tax, has 
one-seventh of the state's popula- 
tion, and yet has only one-seven-

Ever think of that? 

It is not merely a statutory situa- 
tion—it is organic; and under the 


- constitution Atlanta might have one- 


half of the population of Georgia, 
that is appoximately 1,500,000 peo- 
ple, and all the rest of the state 
combined the other 1,500,000 people, 
and yet Atlanta, or Fulton county, 
would have only three members of 
the house, and the balance of the 
state, or the other half the popula- 
tion, would have 197. 

If Atlanta—or Fulton county— 
had a representation in the house 
today on a basis of taxation, she 
would have about 40 members; on 
population, about 30 members. 

Atlanta is too busy taking care 


of her own affairs and trying to) 
help all the rest of Georgia to give. 
undemo- | 


serious thought to the 
cratic apportionment situation in 
the Georgia legislature. But things 
might be better if the whole state 
was more equalized along the real 
lines of representative self-govern- 
ment. The membership of the fed- 
eral house of representatives is 
based on population units, each 
approximately equal. Illinois has 
practically the same system, hence 
the demand for reapportionment. 
Georgia has the county unit system. 
Since the beginning of civiliza- 
tion “taxation without representa- 
tion” has been the torch that has 
kindled the fires of revolution, and 
upon the ashes of the _ victories 
great democracies have been built. 
Chicago is merely adopting dras- 
tic measures to force the Illinois 
legislature to maintain its consti- 
tutional guarantees in that state. It 
will very probably succeed. 
But how much more uniform is 
Cook county’s representation in the 
than that of Ful- 


et Atlanta as | 
tter. 
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tive, sometimes entertaining, and 
sometimes almost hilariously amus- 


ing. 


OUTLOOK FOR GEORGIA. 

That Georgia is fast coming into 
her own, with the prospect finer 
than for years, is the opinion of 
James E. C. Pedder, district super- 
intendent of the Bradstreet com- 
pany. 

Mr. Pedder’s views are shared by 
many others, both residents and 
non-residents of the state. On 
every hand one hears of the bright 
prospects for crops this year; of 
the intention of many to locate on 
Georgia farms, and of the firmer 
prices that are being obtained for 
farm acreage within its borders. 

Mr. Pedder expresses the opinion 
that Georgia real estate, city or 
country, is the best buy for an in- 
come-bearing proposition in the 
United States today, and further be- 
lieves that land can be purchased in 
Georgia today at prices which will 
never be reached again. 

His official study of the situa- 
tion brings out the fact that already 
people who have made money spec- 
ulating in realty elsewhere are buy- 
ing property on an income—not a 
speculative—basis in Georgia. 

Mr. Pedder believes in advertis- 
ing the state of Georgia to the na- 
tion, and his advice to “keep on ad- 
vertising,” is most timely at the 
present moment. The eyes of the na- 
tion can be brought to rest on this 
state, its opportunities, its all-year- 
round climate, only through such a 
method, accentuated by the determi- 
nation of Georgians to show prog- 
ress by their own works,

This states the case precisely. It 
is of paramount interest to the wage 
earner to safeguard his employment; 
and while the complete exemption of 
taxation for him is all right, if it 
can be done, the more important is 
to encourage productive industry so 
that his pay-envelope may not be- 
come reduced in size, or fail to ap- 
pear at the regular periods.

How To Use Cucumbers 
For Best Health Result 


Editor Constitution: Judge Logan 
BE. Bleckley, once, in a social mood, 
remarked to some friends that the 
cucumber was a much maligned vege- 
table. Indeed, it was said of him that 
he claimed he was cured of a per- 
sistent dyspepsia by eating two or 
three large cucumbers before break- 
fast, in his garden. 

His contention was that our people 
generally had them served before they 
had ripened. We all know the com- 
plaints that are often made after in- 
dulgence in sliced eucumbers. 

The judge, however, said that there 
was a stage in their growth where 
thee became ripe—just before they 
hbecan to turn yellow—or “go. to 
seed.” and that then they were both 
wholesome and palatable. IL suppose 
we would condemn even cantaloupes 
or watermelons, if set before us in the 
green stage. 

With no claim to superior culinary 
knowledge I wish to advocate the cu- 
cumber in the cooked condition and 
venture to publish a recipe which I 
commend to the attention of our good 
housewives : 

Slice large, ripe cucumbers length- 
wise, in two parts. Lay on top of 
each piece slices of breakfast bacon or 
dress with butter, after sprinkling 
with cracker or bread crumbs. Season 
with pepper, salt and a few drops of 
vinegar. Place these halves on pans 
and thoroughly bake in the oven. 

To be served like cantaloupes and 
eaten with a spoon. The dish is 
“worthy o”° a grace as long’s your 
arm.” 

Perhaps if the above recipe were 
well known our truck farmers might 
have a readier sale for their plantings.

‘While Governor Walker was de 
livering his inaugural address Satur- 
day, making an earnest and impas- 


‘| sioned plea for equal educational op- 


portunities for all the boys and girls 
of Georgia, I saw in the audience 
State Superintendent N. H. Ballard, 
who at that very hour was retiring 
from the office he had held for only 
one term— 

And I thought of s me recent his- 
tory. And of the swinging pendulum 
in the affairs of state—and of men. 

It was Ballard who made the first 
publie utterance in Georgia for equal 


| school opportunities for very child. 


It didn’t grip at first. Today the 
whole state is on fire for it—and yet 
Ballard was crucified at the -ballot 
box in little more than a yeag after 
he had taken the oath of office. 

It is the changing tide that ebbs and 
floods in the lives of those who seek 
and hold positions of public trust. 

In an address made recently before 
the Georgia Educational association, I 
said—and I repeat it with emphasis— 
that Superintendent Ballard had ren- 
dered to this state, in his official ca- 
pacity, one of the greatest services 
ever rendered in the history of that 
depagtment—a complete, exhaustive 
and dependable survey of the grammar 
and high schools in every county in 
the state. It is something that has 
been sorely needed. 

The legislature of 1923 failed to 
make an appropriation for the work. 
Ballard went ahead anyway, and by 
remarkably efficient coordination and 
cooperation in the different branches 
of service was enabled to complete the 
survey, without costing the state an 
additional dollar. 

It brought to light many glaring in- 
accuracies in accepted school statis- 
ties, accentuated the inequalities that 
are burdening the common school sys- 
tem of the state almost into a col- 
lapse, and thus built the foundation 
upon which an intelligent handling of 
the situation in the future may be 
anticipated. 

While the data in this survey has 
been only partly digested, yet two 
notable papers dealing with it have 
been published, one by Dr. Ralph E. 
Wager, professor of education, Emory 
university, “A Critical Study of Some 
Educational Problems of the State of 
Georgia,” and the other by J. O. Mar- 
tin, state school supervisor, which 
deals principally with the teacher 
question. A 

Both of these are exhaustive along 
the lines that they have investigated 
and will form a basis fog future study 
and comparison. Each of these has 
been a work .of love. 

Every effort to obtain equal oppor- 
tunity for the children of Georgia 
was directed by Superintendent Bal- 
lard along five different lines, each of 
which is essential to the attainment 
of this result: Length of term; teach- 
ers, training and pay; supervision; 
equipment and buildings, and state 
appropriation. 

Of course it is obvious that the only 
real remedies for the existing inequal- 
ities are a revision of the school laws, 
and a readjustment of appropriations, 
which latter should provide also for 
an equalization fund. 

I merely wanted to make these ob- 
servations regarding a retiring offi- 
cial—who has served so faithfully and 
well—in the spirit of justice. 

In the new state superintendent of 
schools, Dr. Land, Georgia has a high 
type, able, conscientious, earnest and 
progressive official. He is a consist- 
ent advocate of equal opportunities 
for all the children, and for the pro- 
gram of school reforms that is today 
sweeping the state, 


While Governor Walker, in his in- 
augural, was very wisely stressing the 
importance of raising more money by 


reaching with taxation the intangible | 


properties that now escape taxation, I 
saw among other state officials in the 
audience Adjutant General Charles H. 
Cox. and I thought of the unwise and 
hazardous policy of the state with re- 
gard to her military department. 

Georgia appropriates for the main- 
tenance of her national guard, and the 
state’s military establishment, the flat 
sum of $25,000 a year, with an en- 
listment of 3,826. 

North Carolina, with 3,454 enlisted, 
appropriates $125,000 a year, with a 


| provision that all riot expenses shall 


be paid out of the general fund; Ala- 
bama, with an enlistment of 2.743 
men, appropriates $83,750 annually, 
and Florida, with an enlistment of 
2402, appropriates $71,850 annually, 
with an additional fund for repair 
and equipment of armogies and arsen- 
als; and so on. 

Were there ever such inequalities, 
and such a flagrant abuse of the con- 
stitutional mandate that guarantees 
adequate protection to every citizen? 

Is it economy? And is Georgia 
profiting by this miserly treatment 
of her National Guard?- 

Let's look at the situation analyti- 
cally for a moment and see the stub- 
born facts as they exist-— 

First, it must be understood that 
the National Guard is now run under 
federal supervision; that all the 
equipment, including arms, _ tents, 
clothing and all other supplies inci- 
dent, are furnished by the federal gov- 
ernment: that the officers and men of 
the National Guard receive armory 
drill pay from the federal govern- 
ment; that all of the expenses inei- 
dent to camps of instruction in the 
summer are paid by the federal gov- 
ernment and that during the last year 
approximately $500,000 in money was 
paid into the state of Georgia by the 
federal government on account of the 
National Guard and that also the fed- 
eral government has issued to the 
Georgia National Guard, through the 
state military department, approxi- 
mately $2,500,000 worth of equip- 
ment. 

On the other hand, the state of 
Georgia appropriates, for the mainte- 
nance of this National Guard, — the 


der the recommendations, if I am in- 
formed correctly, to meet the’ added: 


expense of the National Guard if it| 
were called on for riot duty. In a case|— 
of this kind, under the present ar-} 


rangement, the merchant who would 
furnish subsistence to the. soldiers 
would necessarily have to wait two 
years for payment, or until the legis- 
lature meets again to appropriate 
money to meet this obligation. Of 
course this would not be looked on 
very favorably by the merchants as 
they expect, as would all honest men, | 
to be paid promptly when the account 
is due. 

We have in Georgia, as stated, in 
the neighborhdod of 4,000 officers and 
men in the National Guard and 62 
units in the various communities of 
the state. In fact, the state is well 
covered by National Guard organiza- 
tions and with very little delay, in 
ease of serious trouble, a company or 
more of the National Guard can be 
sent to the seat of trouble, 


' The above number of men is the 
largest number of any state in the 
Fourth Corps Area, comprising the 
eight southeastern states, and there 
is not a state in this corps area which 
does not receive at least three times 
as much appropriation, in proportion 
to the numbers, as the state of Geor- 
gia appropriates for its National 
Guard. 

* *¢ ¢ * 

-If the young men of this state are 
patriotic enough to give up a portion 
of their liberties to put themselves at 
the call of the chief executive in order 
to preserve law and order when the 
time arises, the state itself should 
show its appreciation of these yolun- 
teer services by appropriating suffi- 
cient money for them to operate on. 

Under the agreement of the state 
with the federal government, the gov- 
ernment is to furnish the property or 
equipment and pay of the officers and 
enlisted men provided the state main- 
tains them at the standard set by the 
war department through the militia 
bureau, and that the equipment issued 
shall be preserved in a_ safe place, 
properly taken care of and accounted 
for, and is to be used for purposes of 
the military. Certain funds are neces- 
sary in this department to have in- 
spections from time to time to see 
that the regulations and requirements 
are carried out. ‘There are now no 
funds available for that purpose.

It is, 
therefore, s.und economy and of a dis- 
tinct finan. ial benefi+ to the state of 
Georgia to ncrease the appropriation 
for the sup): rt of the National Guard, 
thereby ins .cire the steady flow of 
more than half a milion dollars in 
money into tha gate annually and the 
maintenance f an adequate force of 
trained men available for instant use 
by the state at a minimum cost. 

When it is realized that for every 
dollar expended by the state on its 
National Guard the federal govern- 
ment expends $20, it is but fair that 
Georgia should hold up her end of this 
bargain. 

Georgia's military establishment se- 
riously needs bei er maintenance— 
not to pay la ‘ger salaries, although 
the present salaries are in some re- 
spects disgracefully inadequate, as the 
$3,000 a year allotted for the adjutant 
general, who is chiof executive officer, 
attests—but for service that must be 
maintained more adejuately if Geor- 
gia is to continue a beneficiary of fed- 
eral aid in its military department.

there is no one thing that could be made 
so permanently and widely profitable as the 
reforestation of half of the cleared lands 
in Georgia. If one-half of the land now 
cleared were allowed to be overgrown with 
trees the people of the state could farm the 
other half more profitably than they are 
now cultivating the whole, and the haif can 
be made to produce twice, even three times 
as much ag the whole is now producing. 

Now is the propitious, even the psycholog- 
ical, times to begin to teforest. Millions of 
acres have been left uncultivated for several 
years past because of the depredations of 
boll weevils, Young pine trees have already 
sprung up on these lands, which they will 
always do if the Jand is left uncultivated 
for about four years. Within a generation 
haif of the state could be covered with a 
growth of good pine timber, much ®f which 
would be large enough for lumber if trees 
were permitied to grow. The summers would 
then be cooler and the winters warmer: 
floods would be largely reduced. The state 
would have a growth of woodlands worth 
te a of dollars in direct wood value

Statistics show that Jess than two per 
cent of accidents re are due to 
broken parts. In 9 eent of the 
eases a skillful, careful driver with 
his brakes in perfect condition, couid 
have avoided the trouble. 

The Atlanta Safety Council, the 
Atianta Automobile association and 
allied organizations, other civic orga- 
nizations and the city council of At- 
lanta have carefully considered almost 
every available move to sf up 
downtown traffic, but speed in traffic 
congested districts will only obtain 
with the complete and conscientious 
cooperation of the motoring public, 

Existing conditions truly reflect no 
conspicuous credit on the _ traffic 
movement of our great city. Speed is 
the answer and the motoring public 
must give it. 

But how can traffie be speeded up 
and at- the same time reduce Atlanta's 
most unfavorable record of avoidable 
automobile’ accidents? The answer to 
the problem of obtaining speed in con- 
gested traffic was explicitly given re- 
cently by specialists in a rticular 
phase of automobile work. This com- 
pany handles a large volume of auto- 
mobile work in its special line, so that 
experience and first hand knowledge 
especially qualify them to answer.

MUTUAL BENEFIT LIFE 
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Probable Dismissals and 
Salary Cuts Keep. Up 
Uneasiness Among 
Workers in Bureaus. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, June 28.—As the new 
fiscal year dawns, and the pressure 
for economy is renewed, the question 
as to how this is affecting the morale 
é6f the government’s thousands of em- 
ployees is raised. 

Every few weeks rumors spread by 
word of mouth through various de- 
partments that a big cut in the force 
is impending and then follows severa! 
days’ general uneasiness until it is 
learned whether the report is correct 
These periodic panics probably inter- 
fere with the efficiency of the service. 

The big problem now presenting it- 
self is just how much farther federal 
economy can be pushed and how much 
the pressure can be increased without 
having to resort to sweatshop meth- 
ods and economy at any price. 

Constructive Economy Urged. 

That President Coolidge is keenly 
aware of this problem was revealed in 
his budget speech when he said, “We 
are fast reaching the time when we 
cannot look forward to appreciable re- 
duction in the legitimate cost of gov- 
ernment.” He repeated this idea later 


in his address and throughout he em- 
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phasized that economies must be con- 
structive ones, 

In four years the anrual expeases 
of the government have been: cut $2,- 
000,000,000 a year—from five billion 
to three billion. Of this annual three- 
billion-dollar cost of gayernment’ two 
thirds goes toward fixed ¢harges such 
as interest on the Liberty loans aud 
other public debts, toward continuing 
harbor and other econstruétive projects 
over a period. of years, and 
toward meeting set charges previously 
agreed to and which cannot be repudi- 
ated. This leaves only one-third of 
the total expenditure-as a field in 
which to exercise administrativé eccg- 
omies. All that is saved hencefor 
must be squeezed out of this one-third 
of the annual budget. 

Duties on Increase. 

One of the first fields for economy 
that probably occurs to many 1s in the 
reduction of salaries. Already many 
thousands have been put off of the 
payroll and some further dismissals 
may come. But the population of the 
country is growing steadily and con- 
sequently the business of the govern- 
ment undergoes a normal expansion 
regardless of all efforts to withdraw 
from special federal activities not re- 
garded as essential. _For instance, 
every time a hundred miles of new 
railroad is laid, the work of the in- 
terstate commerce commission  in- 
creases. Every time a new business 
eoncern is organized, that means more 
work in auditing that concern’s tax 
returns, so that dismissal of employees 
offers only a’ limited field.

KEY TO PROGRESS}

“It have experimented extensively 
with the Spanish, French and Italian 
varieties and have obtained some im- 
proved rustproof hybrids with large 
flower heads and some of them bear- 
ing throughout the year in favorable 
climates. 

“The base of the leaves surround- 
ing the young unopened blossoms and 
the pulpy receptacle for these in the 
only edible part, and for table use 
the flower head is never allowed to 
open, as the bracts then become hard 
and tough.” 

“To what family does it belong?’ I 
-asked. 


“It belongs to the composite family, 


with the sunflowers, the dahlia, the 
chrysanthemum, the coreopsis, the 
daisy and many others, and as this 
family has highly developed the com- 
munity plan we might glance a 
moment at the construction of the so- 
called blossom. 

“For it really is not a blossom at 
all, but a collection of tiny flowers, 
each with its own stamens and pistil 
and petals, and all grouped together in 
a sort of apartment house. 

“And just as single flowers adver- 
tise for bees by opening out their 
colored petals, so these little floral 
communities display only the outer row 
of flower petals which ome large 
and showy and serve to attract the 
bees to all the flowers living in the 
community.” 


* ,wo onderful economy for the 
plant!” I interjected. 

“Yes, and a great saving of energy. 
The flower head, of course, must be 
larger to hold all the hundreds of 
little flowers and the seed vessel as 
well, and this is protected by little 
leaves of scaly- bracts which overlap 
like plate armor and may well be 
seen in the artichoke and in the sun- 
flower. These bracts are the edible 
parts of the artichoke.” 

“Is there not another artichoke call- 
ed the Jerusalem alrtichoke *” I in- 
quired. 

“Yes, and this ‘is better known in 
most parts of the country than the 
other one, but it is quite different, be- 
cause the tuber is used for food in- 
stead of the blossom head. 

“It belongs to the sunflower branch 
of the composite family and for this 
reason was called by the Italians 
girasole articiocco, or sunflower arti- 
choke, and the name has been corrupt- 
ed inte Jerusalem. 

“I have experimented for many 
years with the wild varieties from 
Mexico, the Mississippi valley’ and as 
far north as Hudson‘s Bay producing 
hybrids of improved flower. 

“They are easily hybridized if care 
is taken to remove the pollen, as ex- 
plained in the case of the dahlia and 
other composite flowers. But the types 
are difficult to fix as they show great 
variability.” 

“There is still time today to men- 
tion. the Passion flower,” I said. 

“The fruit of many species of this 
tropical plant is edible, and my ex- 
periments with the wild American 
plants and species from Australia and 
South America have produced - very 
satisfactory results with promise of 
future improvement.”
